BOGUS BROADCASTERS 
MUDDLED RADIO TESTS 


Commitiee Says of 5,000 Report- 
ing Ecre Only 2,000 Actually 
Heard Foreign Staiions.

Tabulation of ‘the reports on recep- 
tion of. foreign stations during the 
international broadcasting tests from 
Jan. 24 to 30 shows that most of those 
who thought they heard Europe really 
heard stations in the United States, 
according to L. A. Nixon, Secretary of 
the Radio Week Committee, 

“Most Of the American listeners were 
innocent victims of radio: fakers 
within a block or two of their own 
homes,’ said Mr. Nixon. “l believe 

at most of the reports were honestly 
submitted, but out of the total -of 
5,000 letters, postal cards and tete- 
grams I doubt if more than 2,000 
really heard foreign’ programs. By 
tabulating the reports we can now see 
where the jokers were located. They 
were chiefly in New Orleans and 


maha. 
“In New Orleans some one apparently 
inserted a microphone or transmitter 
in the antenna circuit or ground jead, 
making the set act as a smiall-broad- 
caster, and then annou that he 
was station 2LO, England, ~ rebroad- 
casting ‘an’ Australian concert. We 
had numerous reports on this case 
from the New Orleans district. 

“In Omaha a faker announced that 
he was Cardiff and later switched to 
a wave which he announced as that 


of Aberdeen. There was apparently |~ 


another fraudulent broadcaster: around 
New York, because many reported 
that they heard Lyons, France, but 
this station was not on the air during 
the tests. One of the listening posts 
established: by a*New York .manufac- 
turer also heard this announcement of 
Lyons. We have a cable reporting 
that no French stations took part in 
the international program.” 

THE Times received many _ reports 
that a station in the Argentine was 
heard last Wednesday at 11:06 P. M., 
in the vicinity of 485 meters, broad- 
casting a violin splo, ‘“‘The Song of 
India.”” Mr. Nixon said that he had 
received similar reports. The broad- 
cast was by ‘‘Roxy and His Gang,” 
who. stayed on the:air until 11:12/

Boat, Adrift 
in Hudson, Belonged to Missing 
Young Inventor. 


Say the Lad 6ank Trying to Reach

Evidence was found yesterday indi- 
cating that Geoffrey H. A. Tasker, 
15-year-old . electrical. inventor, ‘ was 
drowned on Sunday afternoon when he 
disappeared from his home at Palisade 
Avenue and 23ist Street, in the Spuy- 
ten Duyvil section. A pair of gloves, a 
raincoat and rubbers found in a boat 
drifting in the Hudson River were 
identified as having been. owned by the 
boy, 

Lawrence Tasker. President of the 
Colonial Heights Realty Company of 
Yonkers, who had persisted in the 
hope that his son had ‘merely been 
injured: in Van Cortiandt Park and 
was unable to attract help, identified 
the apparel. 

Detectives from the Missing Persons 
Bureau and from the Kingsbridge Sta- 
tion found three young men whose 
story seemed to end the mystery of 
Geoffrey’s fate. They were Harold 
Herrick of 880 West 18lst ——— 
member of the Knickerbocker oe 
Club; Stuart Simms of 720 West 18lst 
Street, a member of the United States 
Life Saving Corps, and Michael Herc- 
zeg, a lawyer, of 330 West 145th Street.

Legality Aspects Reviewed. 


Mr. Pepper spoke of the legality of, 
organized baseball and feviewed the 
decision which the Supreme Court had 
to decide when the game was first 
organized.

Annual Wage Bill $2,866,673,060 

The total wage bill of. all the rail- 
roads for the fiscal year. ended June 
30, 1925, was $2,866,673,069, against 
$3,681,801,193 in. 1920, the peak of the 
period of high Wages.- In 1920 the aver- 
age compensation was $1,820, compared 
with .$1,613 in. 1925. The reduction has 
not been only in the compensation per 
man’ but in the number of employes. 
In 1920 there were 2,022,832 employes, 
while in 1924 there were 1,751,324. 

A belief that all classes of employes 
may seek pay increases on the same 
basis as the trainmen -has prompted 
the carriers to organize th forces 
and seek unified action, their spokes- 
men said yesterday. ag Brotherhood 
of Railway Firemen is circulating a 
petition among its membets asking for 
a vote on a new wage schedule, and 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers is expected to start one in a few 
weeks. The firemen are seeking sub-

Railroad men said that the day rate

NEW YEAR HAS BEGUN 
WELL IN MIDDLE WEST 


Kansas City Reserve Bank Sams 
Up Record-Breaking Achieve- 
ments of 1925. 


Reviewing in its. bulletin of Feb. 1 
the commercial aspects of the first 
month of the new year, the Kansas 
City Reserve Bank reports that trade 
and banking ,activity in the Middle 
West, after ex steadily during 
the last eight morths ‘of 1925, and in 
December achieving the high mark for 
five years, exhibited in the early weeks 
of January something of the curtail- 
ment.and caution usually manifested 
at the beginning of a.new year. Condi- 
tions generally weré regarded as favor- 
able for a heavy volume of business 


‘during 1926, based upon actual current 


needs, but with no apparent ‘boom 
tendencies.” 

The bank continues: ‘Wholesale 
trade, naturall 4J slowed down at the 
inventory period at the end of the year, 
was smaller in December than in, No- 
vember, but sales in nearly every line 
exceeded those reported for December, 
1924. The 1925 sales in dollars and in 
the volume of goods distributed were 
the largest ever reported. Retail trade 
at department stores in leading cities 
in December was the largest of record 
for that month, and total sales for 
1925 were larger than those for 1924. 

‘*The mineral industries reported for- 
mer high records for this. district 
broken during 1925. The output of 
crude oil was the largest for any year 
of record and the value exceeded that 
for 1924 by 23.8 per cent. The year’s 
‘production and shipment for zinc and 
lead ores were the largest in tonnage 
and value in the tri-State field. Colo- 
rado metal mines produced more sil- 
ver, zinc and lead, and less gold and 
copper, than in 1924, and the value of 
the five metals produced-was 13.2 per 
cent. larger than that for the previous 
year. Coal mining 
the year was at a high per cent. of 


full-time activity and production for 1933. 


the year was larger than the previous 
year’s output. 

“High records in most lines of. manu- 
facture were established during the 
last twelve months. Reports indicated 
the year closed with conditions unus- 
ually sound in the territory served by 
wholesalers at the leading distributing 
centres. Though. retail merchants still 
adhered to the hand-to-mouth: system 
in buying goods for their trade, their 
more frequent purchases operated * 
the financial. betterment of trade in 

general, enabling ‘them to pay. their 
bills promptly, besides maintaining the 
volume of wholesale business. 

“Salés at retail department stores in 
leading cities of this district. were the 
latgest ever reported for the last month 
in any year of recorded retail trade 
statistics. The increase for December 
over November was 42.9 per cent. and 
over December a year ago 2.9 per cent. 
Combined figures on sales for the year, 
in dollars, showed an increase over 
1924 of 5.6 per cent.”
